Court refuses 
to block 
Reagan cuts 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) -The 3rd 
District Court of Appeal has refused 
to consider a suit to block the 
Reagan Administration’s 10 per cent 
cutback in Medi-Cal services and 
nursing 
home 
fees. 
Without 
comment, 
the 
court 
Thursday 
rejected 
the 
suit 
filed 
by 
Sacramento County which argued 
that Dr. F^arl Brian, state Medi -Cal 
Administrator, 
made 
the 
cuts 
illegally. 


But Sacramento County counsel 
John Heinrich, who filed the suit, 
said he plans to file a Superior Court 
action Monday which is similar to 
the California Medical Association’s 
suit challenging the reductions. He 
said the county and CMA suits will 
be argued at a Sacramento hearing 
Feb. 19 before Superior Court Judge 
William M. Gallagher. 
The administration contends the 
reduction in certain services to 
Medi -Cal recipients along with the 
cuts in provider fees paid to nursing 
homes, 
doctors, 
dentists 
and 
pharmacists —among others — 
were 
needed 
to 
head 
off 
a 
threatened $140 million deficit. 


A spokesman for the governor 
said 
the 
administration 
was 
“ pleased with the decision.

Public hearing Monday 
on city 'nuisance' law

Commission 
will 
hold 
a 
public 
hearing on the most controversial 
proposals ever advanced for control 
of property nuisances. 
Somce observers have dubbed the 
proposals, “ a Beverly Hills - type 
ordinance,” because ot the power 
the city would assume in the control 
and abatement of unsightly or not in 
harmony 
features 
on 
private 
property. 
Portions of the measure have 
already drawn the fire ot individual 
commissioners, but other provisions 
have been praised. In the latter 
category are provisions restating 
requirements of various building 
codes, but enabling the city to move 
faster in the abatement of abuses 
than has been possible, according to 
City Attorney James Longtin. 
The hearing is set for Monday, 
7:30 p.m., in theCity Hall. 
Briefly 
the 
ordinance, 
if 
it 
becomes that, would enable the city 
to abate a wide variety of abuses 
based on the determination that the 
abuse 
adversely 
affected 
neighboring property values or that 
it posed a nazard to the welfare of 
others. 
What is the rationale behind the 
proposals? Section 1 sets forth the 
following: “ The City Council finds 
and determines that this city has a 
history and reputation for well-kept 
properties and strict enforcement of 


zoning 
restrictions 
and 
building 
regulations; that the values and 
general welfare of this community 
are founded upon the appearance 
and maintenance of properties and 
property values; that there now 
appears to be a need for further 
control over the maintenance of 
certain premises in that certain 
conditions, as hereinafter set forth, 
have been found to exist from time 
to time and from place to place 
throughout the city . " 
If the official city so determines, 
the property owner would correct 
the problem or the city would do it 
for him and add the cost to the tax 
rolls. 
The City Council acting on the 
advice 
of 
the 
Community 
Development Director, would first 
make 
a 
determination 
that 
an 
alleged abuse was in fact a “ public 
nuisance.” 
In 
most 
cases, 
however, 
the 
problem, if it was that, would be 
corrected 
m erely 
after 
a 
consultation between the property 
owner 
and 
the 
Community 
Development Director, according to 
Longtin. 
Only when the property owner 
failed to act and after the City 
Council had determined that the 
alleged 
condition 
was 
a 
public 
nuisance would the city go so far as 
to have someone other than the 
property owner himself make the 
correction.

SPACE C EN TER, Houston (U P I)—Alan B. Shepard and Edgar D. 
Mitchell outsmarted a balky computer for a bullseye landing today, 
bounded throueh sticky moon dust to set up a science lab, then crawled back 
into their lunar lander. 
They unfurled Old Glory and hopped like kangaroos near the silver and 
gold Apollo 14 moonship Antares, and sent back to Earth the first color 
television shots of the moon. Their dramatic moon landing was America’s 
third. “ It’s been a long way, but we re here," said Shepard, first U.S. man 
in space a decade ago, as he stepped off a ladder and became the fifth man 
on the moon. 
Mitchell jumped to the rough, crater-pocked surface of Fra Mauro Valley 
five minutes later. “ It's great to be coming down,” he said. 
The third Apollo 14 crewman orbited the moon and spotted the lunar 
lander from about 70 miles above the surface. 
Shepard and Mitchell spent most of their nearly five hour walk setting up 
scientific experiments which began beaming information on the moon and 
the solar wind back to earth. They will make another long walk Saturday 
during their 33Vsi hours moon visit. 
“ Nothing like being up to your armpits in lunar dust,” Shepard joked as 
they pulled a rickshaw-like cart full of equipment across the valley in the 
lunar foothills. “ Everything is going to be full of dust before long

Signal seen 
for drop in 
unemployment

employment in the nation rose in 
January 
by 
780,000 
but 
the 
government said the 6 per cent 
jobless rate was an improvement 
over December and could signal a 
steady drop. 


The December rate previously 
had been reported at 6 per cent but 
the Labor Department said that it 
was raised to 6.2 per cent after 
adjustments for just-completed 1970 
trends. That meant the January rate 
was 
0.2 
per 
cent 
below 
December—the first drop in seven 
months. 


While the figures reported by the 
Labor Department showed a rise of 
780,000 unemployed persons to a 
total of 5.4 million —and a drop of 
1.3 million in the number of persons 
holding 
jobs — the 
N ixon 
administration said the over all rate 
of decline was significant. 


As 
the 
Labor 
Department’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics was 
announcing the new figures, a high 
Labor official told reporters at a 
separate news conference arranged 
by the White House that the January 
report 
marked 
“ a 
change 
in 
trends—a 
change 
in 
direction” 
—and could be the start of a steady 
decline in the unemployment rate. 


The official, who declined to allow 
use of his name, said seasonally 
a d ju s te d 
fig u r e s 
showed 
improvement in January in total 
employment, total unemployment, 
average work week, claims for 
unemployment compensation and 
joblessness among adult men. 


Suspect bound over 
on narcotic charge

Like millions of 
people all over the world, he said, he 
is an astronaut watcher today. 
“ I wish the entire Apolio team 
well ... Godspeed,” Nixon said, and 
invited the astronauts and their 
families to the White House for 
dinner upon their return and to 
Camp David for a weekend. 
Shepard, 
the old pro of U.S. 
astronauts —grounded for six years 
by ear trouble—walked with a slow, 
cautious gait at first. 
But soon Shepard and Mitchell 
were hopping over the surface “ like 
kangaroos” on man’s first excursion 
into the hilly uplands that scientists 
believe may hold the key to the 
secrets of the moon's creation. 
They were deploying a $25 million, 
atom ic-powered 
s c ie n t if ic 
observatory on the gentle slope near 
the Antares after planting the Stars 
and Stripes. They had to move the 
flag several times so it would show 
better on the vivid color telecast. 
Shepard, 47, and Mitchell, 40, the 
third team of American astronauts 
to reach the moon, bounded around 
taking each other’s pictures during 
the flagraising ceremony. 
The third member of the Apollo 14 
crew, Stuart A. Roosa, 37, orbited 
the moon alone in the command ship 
Kitty Hawk during the moon walk. 
He maneuvered his ship to a position 
where he could see the Fra Mauro 
area and the shadow cast by the 
lunar lander. 
The successful landing erased the 
stigma of Apollo 13, which had been 
headed for the same site when an 
oxygen-tank 
explosion 
in 
space 
forced the astronauts to return 
home last April. 
Shepard flew Antares to a near­ 
perfect landing between two rugged 
ridges, setting down in a cloud of 
dust only 130 feet from the target 
—the most precise landing yet of the 
Apollo missions. 
The accurate landing —payoff of 
the trouble-plagued 
$400 million 
mission 
—was 
made 
with 
a 
makeshift 
computer 
control 
procedure radioed to the astronauts 
at the last moment. Shepard and 
Mitchell discovered a faulty abort 
sw itch two hours before landing 
They 
took 
manual 
control of 
Antares shortly after the firing of its 
big descent engine to avoid an 


“ electronic spook” in the computer 
abort switch. 
Without the emergency technique 
the computer would have shot the 
moon lander back into a safe orbit 
instead of dropping it down to the 
lunar surface. 
Shepard, 
oldest 
American 
astronaut, cooly touched down at 
“ the flattest point around’’ after 
hovering at 170 feet for several long 
moments looking for the best site. 
“ W e ’re 
on 
the 
surface,’ ’ 
exclaimed 
Mitchell, 
a 
rookie 
spaceman. 
“ We made a good landing,” said 
Shepard. 
On the ground, the astronauts’ 
families 
and 
ground 
controllers 
whooped with delight as Shepard 
and Mitchell reported touchdown. 
“ Good...good, they’re down safe,” 
cried Mrs. Louise Shepard at her 
Houston home. “ The can’t call him 
Old Mose’ anymore. He’s found his 
promised land.” 
Later, when Shepard stepped onto 
the moon, Louise jumped up and 
clapped 
her 
hands 
in 
Mission 
Control. 
The astronauts spent almost five 
hours between 
the landing and 
moonwalk 
getting 
the 
Antares 
shipshape, eating lunch and donning 
their bulky white moon suits. They 
were 55 minutes late getting out of 
the lander because of trouble with 
their backpack communications. 
“ I think 
they put champagne 
instead of iodine in the LM (lunar 
module) water this time,” Mitchell 
said us the astronauts struggled into 
their bulky garb 
Shepard’s descent to the gray, 
dusty surface was telecast by a 
camera mounted on the lander. 
Shepard aimed the camera at the 
silver and gold spacecraft then 
bounded back into the picture to help 
jab the flag into the ground. 
“ Mobility is very great under this 
crushing one-sixth G (gravity >,” 
Mitchell told ground control. 
Mitchell scooped a small sample 
of rocks and soil from the rim of a 
small crater 25 feet from Antares.

were forced to leave the moon ahead 
of schedule. 
“ It’s a very uneven landing area 
here. And it’s pockmarked by a

20,000 S. Viet troops 
sweep into Cambodia 


SAIGON (UPI) - Nearly 20,000 
South Vietnamese troops swept into 
Cambodia Thursday in a major 
drive against Communist forces in 
the Fishhook and Parrot’s Peak 
regions. Another 29,000 U.S. and 
South Vietnamese men were poised 
at the Laotian border for a possible 
attack on the Ho Chi Minh trail. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen said 
today 
their 
soldiers 
killed 
69 
Communists 
in 
a 
battle 
which 
started at noon Thursday 18 miles 
east of the Cambodian provincial 
capital of Kompong Cham, about 15 
miles from the Vietnamese border. 
They described it as their biggest 
victory of the year. 
The South Vietnamese involved in 
the action were part of a force of 
19,500 men which earlier in the day 
started a twopronged drive into the 
Fishhook and Parrot’s Peak regions 
of Cambodia—two Communist-in­ 
fested areas which jut into Vietnam 
The combined U.S. and South 
Vietnamese operation which began 
Saturday and pushed to the Laotian 
border west of the former U.S. 


Marine base at Khe Sanh continued, 
but there were no indications the 
troops had crossed the border. 
“ We are ready to go into Laos if 
we are ordered to,” the commander

Vietnam’s

"Playing at four spades 1 
had no way to avoid the loss 
of one trick in each suit.

East took his king 
and returned a club to his 
partner’s ace. I know that if 
West held the king of hearts 
I would have made my con­ 
tract, but 1 had nine high- 
card points for my one-spade 


response and would expect 
to have a sure thing after 
my partner’s jump to four 
spades. Didn’t he overbid?” 
The answer to our cor­ 
respondent is that North’s 
jump to four spades was a 
mild overbid. Three spades 
would have been a better 
call. But even then South 
should have gone on to the 
spade game, so we can’t 
really fault North. 
We have to blame South 
a trifle. He really should 
have made the four-spade 
contract 
after 
the 
heart 
opening and club return. It 
looks as if he must lose a 
diamond trick in addition to 
a trump but that is an optical 
illusion. 
The winning line of play 
is to start by cashing dum­ 
my's ace of hearts, queen of 
clubs and ace of spades. 
Then he should lead a spade 
to his king and cash his 
good heart and club in order 
to discard 
two diamonds 
from dummy. Then he plays 
out dummy’s two high dia­ 
monds and a third round of 
trumps. 
It turns out that West has 
the last trump and finds

The United States Organization, Inc., best known by its 
initials USO, marks the 30th anniversary of its founding 
on Feb. 4 
More than 25 million Americans who have worn their 
country’s uniform since the beginning of World War II 
have been served by the USO. Today the organization is 
still serving the troops at more than 50 points overseas 
and in 125 communities in the United States. 
At a USO club or lounge, a serviceman may relax, 
write letters, enjoy television, radio or records. He can

procrastination and perhaps even disinterest on the part 
of the city disheartened committee members to such an 
extent that it is even difficult now to get the body to meet 
with a quorum.

The 
more 
liberal 
rule 
would 
probably have never come about had 
not the state legislature moved to 
prohibit 
cities 
from 
ordering 
employes to live within the city. 
The time limit is set to insure that 
employes have the ability to reach 
their jobs within a given length of 
time in the event they are called in 
an emergency. 
A spokesman for the employes 
said they actually intend to continue 
living within the city, they just 
didn’t want such a restriction in 
writing. It was also mentioned that 
in private business most employes 
do not face such an order. 
Councilman George Cotsenmoyer 
was the 
first to 
react 
to the 
employes’ disapproval and he stated 
he 
had 
no 
sympathy 
for 
an 
employe’s lack of loyalty or support 
for his employer. 


It was also noted that many 
private 
firms 
have 
even 
more 
stringent 
restrictions 
on

It could be added that, although 
public employes certainly have the 
right to pay and benefits equal to 
private 
industry, 
they 
still are 
employes of a public entity and their 
living and working conditions should

Mayor Art Scott was quick to 
point out that such action would take 
away what is basically a routine 
duty of the city administrator, 
discussed and decided upon by a 
previous city council many years 
ago. 
It would seem inconceivable, as 
noted by the mayor, that the city 
administrator would possess the 
power to routinely hire and fire 
personnel but that he not have the 
authority to award a minor pay

WASHINGTON-You sit staring 
at your typewriter and you ask 
youself how you can make the most 
vital subject in the world at least 
partly intelligible. 
How to break 
through the shopworn expressions, 
the barrier of secrecy? 
How to 
convey some sense of urgency? 
The 
subject 
is nuclear arms 
control and disarmament and, as 
the days and the weeks slip by with 
no apparent progress, the hope of 
any limitation seems to the eye of 
the outside observer to be all but 
vanished. 
The 
session of 
the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
( SALT ) tend to be reported as a kind 
of 
nuclear 
basketball 
game. 
They’re ahead, we’re behind, we’re 
ahead. Insofar as the outsider can 
piece 
it 
together, 
the 
current 
critical stage developed as follows. 
At Helsinki in late 
1969 
the 
United 
States 
delegation 
put on the table a 
comprehensive plan 
for the limitation of 
both offensive and 
defensive missiles. 
The Rusians asked 
a 
num b er 
of 
questions as they 
continued to do at 
Vienna in 1970. 
But 
they did not give any real 
response. 
It 
became 
known, 
however, that the Russians had 
slowed the deployment of the SS-9, 
the 
giant 
missile 
that 
was 
America’s chief worry. 
Vienna I ended 
in stalemate. 
Then at Helsinki II, two and a half 
weeks 
before 
Christmas, 
the 
Russians put on the table a proposal 
to limit antiballistic missiles to 
protection 
of 
the 
two capitals, 
Washington and Moscow. This was 
a clear-cut limited proposition. 
But time was running out and 
apparently the U.S. delegation had’ 
no contingency plan which might 
have made at least a tentative 
response possible. 
So far as is 
known, no answer has yet been 
formulated, and Vienna II is only six 
weeks away. 
This 
can 
become 
a 
public 
controversy. 
Editorialists 
and 
others are already asking why such 
a limited agreement would not be at 
least 
a 
step 
away 
from 
the 
multibillion-dollar arms race. The 
public demand for some form of 
ABM agreement promises to grow 
louder in Congress and in public 
opinion. 
The resistance comes from the 
Pentagon whether with the sanction, 
or at any rate the tolerance, of the 
White House no one can say. The 
White House and the Pentagon won 
a great victory after a furious battle 
when the Senate, with five votes to 
spare, approved Phase II of the 
antiballistic missile program That 
meant 
construction 
of 
four 
protective 
missiles 
at 
four 
Minuteman sites in four states. The 
Pentagon goal is 12 at a cost of well 
over $12 billion. 
To agree to the Russian proposal 
would mean scrapping the four 
sites, on two of which construction 
is progressing, as well as the over­ 
all program. It would surrender the 
Pentagon 
conviction that 
U.S. 
offensive 
missiles must 
be 
protected against a Soviet first 
strike. 
As 
the 
game 
is played 
in 
Washington the Pentagon almost 
always scores. 
At the crisis point 
with the time running out in the 
quest for a decision on how to 
respond to the Russian offer the 
Pentagon 
comes 
out 
with 
a 
convenient 
leak. 
The 
Defense 
Department has urged the White 
House to back an ABM defense for 
Washington as well as the four sites 
in the west. That is what is called 
putting the ball in the opposition’s 
court. 
The 
F’entagon 
goes 
right 
on 
scoring. 
According to the latest 
count, 50 Minutemen-2 have been 
converted to Minutemen-3 by adding 
multiple 
independently 
targeted 


warheads (MIRV). 
This means a 
stepup of from three to seven times 
in nuclear striking power. 
The 
conversion of Polaris missiles to 
P o s e id o n s 
by 
the 
sam e 
M IRVS—adjustable up to 10—was 
delayed by a strike so that only one 
submarine 
is deployed 
with 
16 
Poseidons. 
But spring will see a 
wholesale conversion to Poseidons 
with a range up to 2,800 miles. 
No sky-born inspection is possible 
once the warheads are locked into a 


missile. That means agreement on 
abolishing or limiting this newest 
round of weaponry is all but out. 
The Pentagon would fight to the last 
ditch before sacrificing such a big 
jump ahead. 
MIRV, ABM, SALT-this is the 
language of the professionals. For 
the uninitiated it conveys little of 
what the game means in billions 
spent on a mythical “ defense” or on 
the ultimate test, if it comes to that, 
or mutual annihilation.

In fact, from the rear 
windows of the USO structure, one 
could look out on the “ casbah.” 
There wasn’t much to offer in the 
USO They had a couple of ping pong 
tables, some U.S. magazines and 
other 
reading 
material, 
writing 
tables, a dart game, couches for 
lounging and a few other items to 
make 
things 
comfortable. 
We 
remember most importantly that it 
was the only place in that part of 
Africa one could get a Coca Cola. 


One doesn’t hear too much about 
USO activities these days for many 
and varied reasons. However, in our 
local area alone they are extremely 
active The servicemen’s center in 
Santa Maria had more than 900 
servicemen 
visitors 
last 
month 
alone, it is reliably reported 


The USO is active today in most 
major cities and in nearly all cities 
where there are large military 
installations. They do have a tough 
time 
raising 
money 
for 
their 
activities. 
Ironically, donors are 
apathetic because there isn’t a war 
— a war of any such consequences 
that will voluntarily open their 
pocketbooks. 


We remember USO fondly and are 
most happy to wish them a happy 
anniversary. We hope they continue 
their activities as long as there are 
servicemen in uniform anywhere
